;he experiment, and the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association of New York,

their claims with vigor. The condi- 
tions of the experiment limit it to 
a town not to exceed five 
to 
ten 


thousand inhabitants.

should be under some sort of super- 
vision during the three year period, 
either in the home, in an open air 
school, in a tuberculosis clinic, or 
in a hospital or sanatorium. In this 
way and by keeping in close contact 
with all new families and new bab- 
ies born into the community the com- 
mittee hopes to be able to prevent 
the spread of tuberculosis, to stop 
the development of any new cases in 
the community, and to determine the 
absolute and relative worth of the 
various methods usually employed in 
fighting tuberculosis.
